Description — Silk  U.  S.  flags 
are  made  with  embroidered  stars 
and  sewed  stripes.  Wool  U.  S. 
flags  are  made  with  sewed  stars 
and  sewed  stripes.  Silk  Post  ban- 
ners are  made  of  double  thick- 
ness material  with  the  emblem 
and  lettering  executed  in  pure 
gold  leaf.  Grade  A wool  Post  ban- 
ners are  of  double  thickness  ma- 
terial with  a painted  (oil-color) 
insignia  with  gold  sateen  ap- 
pliqued  lettering.

x National  Headquarters,  through  the  Emblem  Division,  has  inaugurated  a 
uniform  selling  program  under  which  individual  Legionnaires  may  purchase  the 
American  Legion  uniform  through  local  clothing  and  department  stores,  selected 
upon  the  recommendation  of  local  Posts.  This  uniform  will,  in  every  respect, 
comply  with  the  individual  uniform  regulations  of  your  Department,  insofar  as 
distinctive  markings,  state  seals,  etc.,  are  concerned. 

By  the  terms  of  our  national  contract,  a limited  number  of  our  Departments  have 
existing  contracts  of  their  own  which  may  temporarily  except  them.  If  your  Post 
is  not  informed  concerning  this  point,  Write  Your  Department  Adjutant  or  State 
Uniform  Chairman  for  Full  Details , and  discuss  with  them  the  question  of  desig- 
nating an  official  Legion  uniform  dealer  for  your  community. 

It  has  been  said  that  "a  uniformed  Legionnaire  is  a permanent  Legionnaire”  and 
the  immediate  and  important  problem  of  stabilizing  your  Post  membership  can,  to  a 
large  extent,  be  solved  by  getting  the  maximum  number  of  your  members  in  uniform. 


SUGGESTED  PROCEDURE 


1.  Appoint  a Post  uniform  chairman 
and  a committee  of  at  least  four  addi- 
tional members,  whose  sole  duties  will 
be  to  promote  and  facilitate  the  efforts 
of  your  state  Uniform  Committee.  No- 
tify your  Department  Adjutant  when 
your  Uniform  Committee  has  been  se- 
lected and  full  details  will  be  sent  you 
promptly  with  complete  instructions. 

2.  Designate  an  official  Legion  uniform 
dealer  for  your  community.  If  neces- 
sary, call  a special  meeting  of  your  Post 
to  settle  this  important  question.  Once 
appointed,  give  your  local  dealer  every 
possible  co-operation. 


3.  Inaugurate  uniform  savings  clubs. 
This  can  be  done  with  the  co-operation 
of  your  local  banks,  who  will  gladly 
open  individual  savings  accounts. 

4.  Every  Post  should  own  outright,  as 
Post  property,  a sufficient  number  of 
average  size  uniforms  to  properly  equip 
their  firing  squad,  or  any  other  group 
designated  by  the  Post  Commander  to 
officially  represent  your  Post.
